Auber Tunnel Under Vault in 


Chicago Postaffice and 
% Secure $74,610, 


Chicago, October 21.—A_ sensational 
robbery, which netted the perpetratora 
$74,610 in stamps, was discovered here 
this morning when the wholesale stamp 
department of the postoffice was opened 
for business. 

A rapid investigation developed the 
fact that the burglars had crawled under 
the flooring for about 300 feet, bored a 
hole in the bottom of the vault, secured 
the stamps and escaped, carrying their 
booty in a wagon. 

The work of forcing an entrance to the 
vault had evidently been going forward 
with the greatest patience for many 
days. It is believed, however, that the 
intention of the thieves had been to en- 
ter the cashier’s vault, in which there 
Was $36,000 in money and stamps valued 
at hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
bottom of the vailt is of steel, half an 
inch thick. In this ninet® 7-inch holes 
were bored until a space 18 inches square, 
just enough to allow the entrance of a 
man’s body, had been so weakened that it 
Was possible to take out the whole plate 
With little difficulty. A dry goods box 
stood over the hole thus made and con- 
cealed the work of the robbers while it 
Was in progress. When discovered todav 
the finger marks of one of the burglars 
was still discernible on the dust of the 
box, which he had pushed one side. 

So carefully had the job been planned 
that men working in other parts of the 
building had not the Slightest inkling of 
the daring robbery worked almost un- 
der their noses. 


Wagon Loaded with Booty. 

The robbers drove up to the southeast 
corner of the postoffice building in a wag- 
on, the tracks of which could be seen 
Plainly today. The building is a tempo- 
rary affair and the men had only to 
open a little door to admit themselves 
under the flooring. To reach the vault 
it was necessary to crawl about 300 feet

KOESTER WAS SUGGESTED

Washington, October 21.—The president 
today appointed George E. Koester collec- 
tor of internal revenue for the district of 
South Carolina, to succeed W. L. Web- 
ster, deceased. The appointment was an- 
neunced shortly before the departure of 
the president for New Haven this after- 
noon. . With the appointment the follow- 
ing statement was issued: 

“Mr. Koester is a prominent gold demo- 
crat. and has been recommended for the 
position by a large number of influential 
business men and representative citizens, 
not only of South Carolina, but of North 
Carolina and elsewhere.’’ 

The appointment of Mr. Koester termi- 
nates a controversy which began upon 
Mr. Roosevelt's accession to the presi- 
dency. It was in connection with this ap- 
pointment and that of ex-Governor Jones 
to a federal judgeship in Alabama that 
the president announced that his policy 
in regard to southern appointments would 
be to name suitable republicans if they 
could be found, and if not, to appoint 
democrats.

The principals in the tragedy were ex- 
Sheriff W. T. Harris and his son. W. T. 
Harris, Jr., on the one side and Dr. T. 
G. Lovelace and his stepson, Z. T. 
Reynolds, on the other. 

It is said that bad feMing had existed 
between the men for s0me time over 
family affairs, and trouble had been ex- 
pected as a result, 

The garties met bs chance in the Turf 
saloon, and young Harris, it is alleged, 
opened fire with a shotgun on Lovelace 
over his (Harris’) father’s shoulder, but 
without effect. Lovelace immediately re- 
turned the fire with a revolver, killing 
young Harris almost instantly. Lovelace 
then turned his revolver on the _ elder 
Harris, who likewise was killed. 

Lovelace and Reynolds were both unin- 
jured. They immediately gave themselves 
up, and were taken to the county jail and 
locked up to await the action of the grand 
jury, which is now in session.

“Can it be possible that the commodore 
retained them for some time?” 

“It is possible, but not probable. He 
sometimes nueld dispatches in the cabin 
for a timé, but h® generally sent them 
down as soon as received.”’ 

In reply to questions, the witness said 
that he remembered absolutely nothing 
whatever about the receipt of dispatch 
No, 8 from Admiral Sampson to Com- 
modore Schley, saying that the Spanish 
fleet was probably at Santiago, except 
what was revealed by the receiving stamp 
indorsements. He said that on. this dis- 
patch as on the Dear Schley letter there 
had at first been an indorsement showing 
its receipt on May 24, and subsequently 
another written over the first, indicating 
its receipt on the 24 of that month. 

Mr. Hanna then put in as testimony 
dispatches Nos. 5 and 6, both from Ad- 
miral Sampson, directing a strict block- 
ide at Cienfuegos, and the letter inclosing 
the McCalla memorandum. The witness 
was again questioned concerning the re- 
ceipt of more than one copy of the Me- 
Calla memorandum, but he maintained 
that he remembered only one Copy, at the 
Same time admitting the pogsibility of 
the receipt of another copy. 

Asked when he had first seen the dis- 
patch introduced by Captain Cotton, the 
witness said he did not remember to have 
ever seen it. This is the dispatch sent to 
the Harvard saying that the Spaniards 
were probably at Santiago, and the one 
which Admiral Cotton said he had de- 
livered to Commodore Schley May¥®27. In 
this connection Mr. Hanna safd that he 
had not been able to find the original of 
this dispatch among Admiral Schley s 
papers. He also remarked incidentally 
that there were others of Admiral 
Schley’s papers missing. - 
ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S PAPERS 

WERE GREATLY .CATTERED 

Mr. Hanna questioned Lieutenant Wells 
closely about Admiral Schley’s pa- 
pers, but he _ repeated that since 
he had boxed them up and turned 
them over to Admiral Schley, in 1898, he 
had not seen them until he saw them re- 
cently at the navy department. 

“I saw them very much spread about 
the department since I have been here,’’ 
he said.

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Hundreds of Graduates Meet 
lo Celebrate Universi- 
ty’s Bi-Centennial. 


MANY GUESTS PRESENT 
FROM ACROSS THE SEAS 


Institutions of the Eouth Represented 
by President Dabney, of Univer- 
sity of Tennessee—Gradu- 
ates Addressed by Sen- 
ator Higgins. 


New Haven, Conn., October 21.—Yale 
university extended formal welcome to- 
day to her returning sons and to the hun- 
dreds of distinguished guests from other 
institutions of learning in this country and 
across the seas, who are here to attend the 
celebration of her bi-centennial. The wel- 
come was voiced officially in Battel 
chapel this afternoon by President Ar- 
thur T. Hadley, of the university, and re- 
sponses to the greeting were given in 
behalf of the city, state and nation, and 
ef the universities of Great Britain and 
cortinental Europe. Delegates from thir- 
ty foreign universities’ and societies and 
from 125 American institutions were rep- 
resented in the audience, which filled 
every part of the gray -stone chapel. 
Negrly all the delegates were gowned in 
the academic costumes distinctive of their 
degree or of their university. 

Aside from the exercises of welcome the 
day's programme included addresses de- 
ecriptive of the advance of the past two 
centuries in various departments of learn- 
ing. The first of these addresses was by 
Thomas Thacher, M.A., of the New York 
bar, who discussed Yale in its relation 
to law. 

Willlam H. Welch, M.D., LL.D:, profes- 
sor of pathology in Johns Hopking uni- 
\§-sity, was the second speaker. Yale 
in its relation to medicine was the sub- 
ject of his paper. At 8X%0'clock the general 
feature of the day’s programme was en- 
tered upon, when President Hadley be- 
gan his address of ‘welcome. In response 
congratulations to the university were 
éxtended by various speakers for the 
graduates, ex-Senator Higgins, of Dela- 
ware, class of 1861; for the city of New 
Haven, Mayor John P. Studley; for the 
state of Connecticut, Governor George P.-~ 
McLean, and for the nation, Senator O. 
H. Platt. 

Foreign and American universities were 
represented in the responses as follows: 

“The Universities of Great Britain,”’ 
James Williams, D.C.L., fellow of Lin- 
coln college, Oxford; “The Universities of 
Continental- EKurope,”” Feder Fedorovic 
Martens, LL.D., University of St. Peters- 
burg; ‘“‘Universities of the South,”’ Charles 
William Dabney, Ph.D., LL.D., president 
of the University of Tennessee: ‘‘Univer- 
sities of the West,’’ Dr. William Rayney 
Harper, president of the University of 
Chicago; ‘Universities of the East,’’ 
Charles Williarh Eliot, LL.D., president of 
Harvard university. 

Senator Higgins, 
graduates, said: 

“Particularly grateful, Mr. President, I 
doubt not it is to you, of the governing 
body of the university, as it is to us, her 
sons, that in response to your welcome we 
have here today the representatives of the 
alumni from the Sstates.of the south, of 
the time preceding <he war. With you 
{ venture to join in welcoming them in 
behalf of their brethren of the north. 
The alumnae include in their membership 
none in whom they are more interested, 
none of whom they are more proud. They 
ever took their place among those in their 
states who were eminent as statesmen, 
as soldiers, as scholars and divines.’’ 

Six thousand graduates and students 
of Yale marched in gay. parade tonight 
in celebration of the university's bi-cen- 
tennial. It was the popular manffesta- 
tion of the exuberant spirit which has 
marked the observance of this festival 
from the beginning. The entire parade 
was spectacular in the extreme. The 'pe- 
riods of history of Yale and the country 
in the last 200 years were well symbolized 
from the Pequot Indian garb of the sen- 
iors to the caps and gowns of blue worn 
by the graduates. The art school stu- 
dents appeared in the tights and doublets 
of the middle ages, the divinity students 
in gowns of red and the forest school 
pupils in archers‘ uniforms. The score 
of Japanese students in the university 
were an interesting feature of the pro- 
cession. President Hadley reviewed the 
parade.

PART OF LOOT. Is RETURNED 


Bank Officers Are Happy, and It’s 
Likely Thieyes, Will Escape 
Prosecution. 


Lowell, Mass., October 21.—The financial 
troubles which had caused great suspense 
to the officers of thé Merchants’ nattonal 
bank for three dayg, owing to the dis- 
appearance of its teller, Albert G. Smith, 
and its bookkeeper, Lewis H. Swift, prac- 
tically were sinoothed out today. The 
bank has lost about $115,000. The direc- 
tors officially state this, and at the same 
time say that they. have had returned 
“valuable securities.” The shortage is 
represented by the discrepancies on the 
books extending over two years, with the 
amount which, it is understood, has been 
returned by the-two men in agreeing to 
return the securities. 

These valuable securities, as described 
by one director, Were returned in carpet 
bags, and represented bonds, notes and 
other negotiable papers and big bunches 
of money, all supposed to have been 
taken from the bank vault just prior to 
the time the men disappeared on Thurs- 
day night. 

Interest for the moment centers in the 
pursuit of Smith and Swift, and tonight it 
was understood that United States offi- 
cers had found, near this city, the men’s 
hiding place. An immediate arrest was 
expected without regard to the probable 
inaction of the bank directors. 

It is generally believed the men were 
in Boston until this morning, and that 
they are now some distance away. Smith 
had corresponded with Montreal parties, 
and it is thought he Has gone there. 

What the agreement was by which the 
bank got back the greater part of the 
plunder will not be stated, but the happl- 
ness of all the bank's officers,. expressed 
without reserve, indicates the seriousness 
of the sitWation prior to the agreement. 
Lawyer Burke; when asked if hi8 clients 
would be in danger of prosecution, said: 

“I know of nothing which would fndi-

FUROPEAN UNION URGED 
AGAINST THIS COUNTRY 


General Secretary of Bund Described 
Situation as Extremely Grave, 
and Said German Manu- 
facturers Were Alive 
to theDanger. 


Berlin, October 21.—The Bund der Indus- 
triellen held a general meeting here today 
at which was discussed the “American 
danger,” and the new German tariff. 
The general secretary of the bund, Dr. 
Wendlandt, described the “American dan- 

r’ as extremely grave, and said that 
Germany’s manufacturers were fully con- 
scious of this danger. Referring to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's reported wish to come to 
terms with Germany, the speaker said: 

“Germany's best policy will be to wait 
for the Americans to come to us, and 
then to demand the removal of the worst 
injustices and annoyances before we be- 

a fixed treaty. Germany should re- 
we to act until the United States re- 
duces the duties below 20 per cent.’ 

Discussing the remedies at Germany’s 
disposal, Dr. Wendladt said a tariff in- 
crease absolutely must be applied. 


_ “This,” he declared, ‘‘would bring Ameri- 


ea to her senses and counteract the 
boundless despotism of trusts.’’ He rec- 
ommended the formation of a central 
European customs union against the 
United States, and declared that if it 
should prove impossible, then a common 
agreement should be made to treat Amer- 
fiean goods differently from those of oth- 
er countries. 

Other speakers warned their hearers 
against a tariff war with the United 
States, since that country can easily get 
from other countries what it now imports 
from Germany, while Germany would be 
unable to do the same. 

The bynd adopted resolutions favoring 
the passage of the tariff bill after drop- 
ping the double system of duties On grain 
in order that Germany may have new du- 
ties for the securing of advantageous 
trade relatichs with the United: States. 
The bund also recommended that the plan 
for a European customs union against 
the United States be further considered.

HITCH OVER FRENCH BUDGET. 


Large Deficit To Be Provided for by 
the Deputies. 

Paris, October 21.—The chamber of dep- 
uties will resume its sitting tomorrow in 
the last session but one before dissolu- 
tion. Premier Waldeck-Rousseau will 
meet it at the head of the longest lived 
ministry of the present republic. The 
heaviest work before the chamber will 
be the adoption of the budget of 1902, 
which will lead to big debates. 

Owing to important decisions taken by 
the budget commission entirely upsetting 
the calculations of the finance minister, 
Caillaux, the latter made a number of 
propositions to meet the deficit, which 
amounts to 50,000,000 francs. The commis- 
sion ignored M. Caillaux’s measures and 
adopted a series of impracticable pro- 
posals, including the suppression of the 
embassy at the vatican, the suppression 
of the ministry of public worship and 
the establishment of a state monopoly of 
petroleum refining.

The commis- 
sion’s proposal to establish a state mo- 
nopoly of petroleum refining .is the out- 
come of M. Caillaux’s suggestion that the 
excise duty upon refined petroleum be 
increased by one and one-half francs, 
which, it is calculated, would produce 
4,500,000 francs annually. 

The socialist member of the commission, 
M. Sembat, thereupon proposed a state 
monopoly of petroleum refining, which, 
according to him, will transfer the big 
profits of the refiners to the state, which 
nevertheless will be able to sell petro- 
leum to the people much cheaper. The 
commission light-heartedly passed this 
proposition, which, if adopted, will en- 
tail immense outlay and imply the exist- 
ence of a gigantic organization impossi- 
ble to be created at a moment’s notice. 
If ratified by parliament this propoal- 
tion will possibly have an imporant bear- 
ing upon the American petroleum trade, 
but the prospects of its adoption are very 
slight. 

The most probable result of these sen- 
sational propositions will be to delay ‘the 
budget and waste the time of the cham- 
ber in fruitless discussion. Sixty-three 
interpellations—almost a record number— 
also are waiting attention. 


STILL HOPE TO SAVE WOMAN. 


No Late Report at Washington Con- 


cerning Miss Stone. 

Washington, October 21.—There has 
been no report since Saturday at the 
state department from Turkey or Bulga- 
ria touching Miss Stoné’s case. The of- 
ficials, however, are by no means discour- 
aged and are still confident that they 
will succeed in saving her life, but 
whether by diplomacy or by force is not 
clear. It is gathered that the friendship 
of the Russian government has much to 
~ with the confidence of the officials 
ere, 

That government has responded in the 
mcst cordial spirit to the appeal of the 
State department, which, unable itself 
from geographical and political reasons 
to exert pressure upon the government 
of Bulgaria, has been pleased to avail 
itself of the powerful influence of Rus- 
sia on that government. 

The Turkish government has for its 
part responded in the same spirit to the 
appeal of the United States, and alto- 
gether the two governments, Turkey 
and Bulgarian, probably have been put 
to a degree of expense equal to the 
amount of ransom demanded by Miss 
Stone’s captors in the military opera- 
tions they have already directed in her 
interests. 

Constantinople, October 21.—The offi- 
Clals of the United States legation are 
Still without news from the missionaries 
who are seeking to make an arrange- 
ment with the abductors. of Miss Ellen 
M. Stone and her companion, Mme. K. 
S. Tsilka. It is regarded as probable 
that the missionaries will use the near- 
est telegraph only when the terms of 
the ransom are settled, directing where 
and how the cash shall be sent. 

London, October 22.—The report that 
the capture of Miss Stone originated 
with the Macedonian committee is cor- 
roborated, according to the Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, by the 
fact that numerous Macedonians in Sofia 
have offered to mediate with the bri- 
gands. 

The rumor emanating from a Bulgarian 
source that Miss Stone is hidden in the 
Vilayet of Salonika is regarded as very 
improbable, says the Sofia correspondent 
of The Daily Telegraph. Charles H. 
Dickinson, United States consul general 
at Constantinople, is still firmly convinc- 
ed of the complicity of the Macedonian 
committee. 

In missionary circles the view is favor- 
ed that when the ransom is paid the 
brigands shall also be granted amnesty 
and that all records of agreement with 
the band shall be canceled.

Albany, October 21.—Warden Meade, of 
Auburn prison, spent several hours to- 
day in conference with Superintendent of 
State Prisons Collins, arranging the de- 
tails for carrving out the sentence of 
death imposed on Leon Czolgosz, the mur- 
derer of President McKinley. They went 
carefully over the 1,200 requests which 
have been received for invitations to the 
electrocution. There will be but 26 wit- 
nesses admitted, the law limiting the 
number. The prison physician will be as- 
sisted in the conduct of the autopsy by 
Dr. Carlos F. McDonald, former presi- 
dent of the state commission in lunacy, 
and one of the greatest experts on insan- 
ity in the country. There will also be a 
number of other physicians in attendance 
when the final mandate of the law is car- 
ried out.

Annie 
Oakley and Johnny Baker were in good 
form in crack shooting and broke glass 
balls in all sorts of positions. Colonel 
Cody did his usual remarkable shootings 
with the rifle while riding rapidly around 
the arena, seldom missing a shot at a 
glass ball tossed in the air by one of his 
Indians. 

The Indians are the real big feature of 
Cclonel Cody’s show. The@ excite more 
curlosity on the part of the average 
American of this section than do Boers. 
German hussars or English lancers. With 
their war paint and feathers they form 
a* most picturesque sight, both in their 
war dances and in their sham attacks on 
stage coaches and cow trains. 

The only things about Buffalo Bill's 
show that made it look at all like an or- 
dinary circus are the concert after the 
performance, and the side show with its 
flaming and exaggerated posters.

Richmond Va., October 21.—The consti- 
tutional convention was in session for two 
hours today, nearly all the time being 
taken up in the consideration of the bill 
of rights. Section 11 was adopted after 
the passage of an amendment offered by 
Mr. Barbour. providing that a jury of five 
may be empaneled for the trial of civil 
causes now triable before a _ justice, 
whether such ¢au are brought into 
the court by original process or by ap- 
peal or by removal of a justice. 

Section 12 was then taken up and Mr. 
Braxton offered an amendment adding 
to the section now reported the words: 
“And any citizen may speak, write and 
pyblish his sentiments on all subjects, be- 
ing responsible for the abuse of that lib- 
ertv.”’ 

Mr. Braxton spoke ably for his amend- 
ment, and it was warmly opposed by 
Judge Green, chairman of the committee 
on the bill of rights. The amendment was 
adopted by a vote of 56 to 17, and then 
the convention adjourned until tomorrow. 


YOUNG BRIDE RETURNS HOME 


Richmond Girl Refuses To See Man 
She Married. 

Richmond, Va., October 21.—(Special.)— 
Miss Marie Tompkins Henry, 17-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. R. P. Henry, 
of this city, who a weeek ago today was 
married to Dr. Alexander 8S. Foster, a 
young dentist from Unton, 8S. C., in Tow- 
son, Md., after a romantic two days’ 
flight with parents, police and mounted 
messengers in pursuit, is back at her 
home in Richmond and refuses to see her 
husband. The case is even more sensa- 
tional than that of Miss Mayo, the Rich- 
mond belle who recently married a weal- 
thy California man, and in less than a 
week left him and instituted divorce pro- 
ceedings. Foster, who is making his 
home in Baltimore, followed his wife here, 
but she refused to see him. He created 
a sensation by getting into the house bv 
the rear entrance, but was soon got out. 
The girl bride said tonight: 

“T am at home again and of my own 
desire. I hope to stay here, and as soon 
as possible be Marie Henry to all my 
friends. 

‘TI knew Dr. Foster was in the city Sat- 
urday,’’ she said. “and of my own free 
will I declined to see him, but why I do 
not know. I was not restrained, held or 
locked up by my parents, as has been 
said. and had I wished to have seen him 
there would have been no objection on 
their part.”’

Negro Lawyer at Richmond Was Ex- 
pected at the White House. 
Richmond, Va., October 21.—(Special.)— 
Giles B. Jackson, secretary of the negro 
business league of Virginia and vice pres- 
ident of the national association of which 
Booker T. Washington is president, was 
one of those invited to the now famous 
dinner tendered by President. Roosevelt 
to Washington. Jackson is a negro law- 
yer of this city, a genuine African in 
appearancé. He has but little education, 
but has accumulated considerable prop- 
erty. He does not deny having received 
a telegram inviting him to the dinner, but 
declines to discuss it or say whether he 

was present. 

‘My time is filled up lookin’ after de 
dollar,”’ he said. “I ain't got no oppor- 
tunity to fool with social equality.’’

The faithful colored par- 
ty worker is entitled to more reward 
in Ohio than he should be in Georgia. 
In this state he may be a revenue col- 
lector, though he contributes noth 
ing toward the success of his party. 
In Ohio, where the republican party 
would be buried under an adverse ma- 
jority of 30,000 without him, he is iz- 
nored, save it be for a little job of 
fioor-sweeping or cuspidor-cleaning.

Since the. peo- 
ple of the south confess ‘their inabili- 
ty to make of the negro a suitable of- 
fice-holder and those of the north are 
So sure that he possesses every re- 
quirement, why do they not try it? 
The president has declared that he 
will appoint to office no man not 
competent and having the indorse- 
ment of the people. There are ne- 
groes in Massachusetts competent to 
hold the Boston postoffice, for which 
we have the able indorsement of The 
Transcript. There is only one obsta- 
cle in the way—that of acceptability. 
Why not relieve the president as to 
this point and present the name of a 
colored man for the Boston postof- 
fice? For the revenue collectorship 
of the Chicago district? For the first 
United States district judgeship in 
New York? © 

The plan is proposed to these zeal- 
ous advocates of reform as something 
worth the trial. 

When negro postmasters are serv- 
ing northern communities it will be 
time enough for northern critics to 
tell the south what to do in dealing 
with the color question. 


—— 
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The Colored Man in the North. 

The condition of the colored man in 
the north may be gauged by that of 
the colored woman, who generally de- 
serves more than her brother. 

A case is reported from Minnesota, 
“the particular stamping ground of 
politicians of that peculiar republican 
variety whch holds to the theory of 
absolute equality between the African 
and Caucasian races—for political 
purposes only—is to the fore with a 
decision barring colored women’s 
clubs from admission to the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs.” 

The federation has been in session 
in Owatonna. The local record goes: 


The meeting would possibly have at- 
tracted no attention outside of the state 
in which it was held but for the fact 
that the Adelphi Colored Woman's Club 
of St. Paul, a social organization com- 
posed of the best class of colored wom- 
en, applied for admission to the union. 
The application was held up pending a 
discussion, and at the last moment it was 
rejected. No reason was given for the 
aiction of the federation other than that 
a majority of the members of the or- 
ganization declined to meet the colored 
women on a plane of equality. 


The Kansas City Times dissects 
the situation with a great deal of 
skill: 


The Adelphi Club is composed of women 
who have long resided in St. Paul and 
who have exercised-a considerable infilu- 
ence on the life of the place. Most of 
the members are well to do. Their hus- 
bands, fathers and brothers occupy mi 
political positions. They are much sought 
after and cultivated by the republican 
peliticians. They are old residents, most 
of their families having settled in st. 
Faul as far back as the civil war, for 
the Minnesota capital was a noted sta- 


tion on the “underground railway” of 
ante-bellum days. It has been known 
for a year that the members of the Adel- 
phi would apply for admission to the 
federation of clubs, and much speculation 
has béen indulged in as to what the white 
women would do with the colored woman 
and sister, In the vernacular, it may be 
= that they “didn’t do a thing to 
er.”’ 

The incident shows the real attitude of 
those northern people who are forever 
talking about the rights of the colored 
man. The republican papers of Minneso- 
ta are in the habit of devoting much of 
their space to pointing to the handicap 
under which the negro labors in the 
south. They habitually thrill because of 
the political conditions in the south 
which deprive the colored man of just 
a equai rights. When a colored scamp 
is lynched in Alabama miles of columns 
of editorial space is used deploring the 
ignorance and viciousness of the whites 
of the south. 

The Northwestern University 
found a colored female “co-ed” on its 
hands the other day. The girl had 
been reading in her Texan home 
about the non-existence of the color 
line, and reported without giving an 
intimation as to her color. The trus- 
teegy were in a stew, so finally they 
compromised by putting her into an 
abandoned plunder room on the first 
floor where her only company will be 
the festive rat as he scampers across 
the floor at night. The other girls are 
saved from the contamination. Even 
Wellesley, honored by the daughter of 
Booker Washington, has sent her out 
to lodge with a neighbor woman in 
the suburbs. 


Good Roads in the South. 

No question is more important to 
the people of the south at large than 
that of good roads. Railroads can 
pierce long stretches of country, and 
rivers may roll down to the sea, but 
without good roads the people can 
reap the benefit of neither the one 
nor the other. 

The Southern Railway Company 
has inaugurated a great movement in 
its desire to improve the road systems 
converging to its tracks. The com- 
pany will run a good roads special, 
fully equipped, along all of its lines. 
stopping at each point to build a 
half-mile of road to show the people 
what can be done. The special will 
consist of ten cars, on which will be 
transported all necessary machinery 
for the building of roads, officers. 
road experts and laborers. The trip 
will consume several weeks. 

This initiative should stir up the 
people to cooperation. In many ways 
the people have Been held back for 
want of road transportation. In the 
new rural mail delivery, organized by 
the government, the requirement is 
twenty-five miles a day. The want of 
roads upon which this time may be 
made is found to delay the extension 
of the scheme. This is eaually true 
as to business opportunities of all 
kinds. The farmer twelve miles ont 
from Atlanta is one dav distant, meas- 
ured by this standard. With good 
roads he should be only two hours 
away. 

Unless the people themselves be- 
come interested in the making of 
good roads they can look for no im- 
provement. It is purelv a local work. 
The Southern railway, in undertaking 
to arouse interest in this subject, is 
doing a patriotic work. 


‘ Arabi Pasha Returns Homie. 

Arabi Pasha, after an exile of near- 
ly twenty years, has been permitted 
by the British government to return 
to Egypt for the purpose of spending 
the broken remnant of his days in 
the land of his birth. 

Perhaps our.older readers will re- 
member that Arabi Pasha was the 
leader of the Egyptian national move- 
ment which was successfully quelled 
by the British forces at Te Lel Ke- 
ber in 1881. The defeated leader was 
considered too dangerous to remain 
in Egypt and so the British govern- 
ment exiled him to the island of Cey- 
lon, where he remained until the time 
of his release several days ago. 

Probably the unfortunate Egyptian 
might have ended his days in this re 
mote place of confinement had it not 
been for the kindly offices of the duke 
of Cornwall, who happened to make 
his acquaintance while visiting the 
island on one occasion and who under- 
took to secure executive clemency 
on his behalf. 

Great changes have occurred in 
Egyptian sentiment toward England 
since Arabi Pasha was exiled and 
there is no longer any cause of ap- 
prehension or uneasiness in the re- 
turn home of this broken down and 
enfeebled old man.

An Organ’s Wrath. 
(From The New York Press, Rep.) . 

President Roosevelt has learned his 
south early and cheaply. The appoint- 
ment of a single democrat to a federal 
judgeship puts that masterful section so 
completely in control of his administra- 
tion that it sets up a censorship of the

Free from Prejudice. 

(From The Philadelphia Ledger, ind. rep.) 

Under bad political practice in the 
south bad and corrupt political machines 
have been formed, in which negro politi- 
clans have played a part. The bargain- 
ing for southern delegates, for instance, 
at republican national conventions has 
been a very grievous scandal, and there 
are indications that President Roosevelt 
is not going to have any part or lot in 
perpetuating these bad practices. He is 
reported to have said the other day that 
“the color of a man’s skin should not 
operate to his advantage or disadvan- 
tage in an appointment or a removal 
from office.’’ If he acts upon this prin- 
ciple, he will, of course, be criticised 
by some politicians, black and white, but 
by showing plainly in the Washington in- 
cident that he has absolutely no prejudice 
against the negro race, he has disarmed 
any criticism that may arise when he 
removes an unfit colored man from of- 
fice or refuses to appoint unfit colored 
men to office. 


Difference in Dislike. 
(From The Boston Herald, ind.) 

The outburst of vituperation which, in 
certain parts of the south, has been oc- 
casioned by President Roosevelt's act in 
inviting Professor Booker T. Washing- 
ton to dine with him at the white house 
is a significant illustration of the inten- 
sity of race feeling at the south. These 
outward expressions of it may not have 
many examples, but we dare say that a 
large number of white southerners who 
woukl think it in bad taste to make a 
public declaration of their opinions feel 
that the president has demeaned him- 
self and his office by extending this cour- 
tesy to a member of the black race. This 
feeling is one which it is impossible to 
reason with, because it is founded wholly 
upon illogical race prejudice. Taking 
their intercourse as a whole, the white 
pecple at the south are willing to asso- 
ciate with the members of the black 
race in a much more intimate manner 
than are a great many white people of 
the north. The former have negroes 
ae servants in their houses, as nurses for 
their children, and come into intimate 
relations with them in other less credi- 
table ways. But they draw the line on 
sitting at the table with them, or in 
making a tacit ackn@wledgment of so- 
cial equality. On the other hand, it Is 
not uncommon in the north to find peo- 
ple who do not like to have colored peo- 
ple near them in any relation in life, 
but they would far sooner dine at the ta- 
ble with a black man than have a black 
woman as a nurse for their children. 
This is, of course, a personal race prej- 
udice, as the southern sentiment is a 
sectional race prejudice, and one 
is quite as ridiculous and illogt- 
cal as the other. The southern sen- 
thment is due to the peculiar conditions 
that have existed in that part of our 
country for more than a century. We 
dare say it would be the same with the 
people of the north if they had been 
brought up in a like manner. 


It Was the Act of the President. 
(From The Chicago Inter Ocean, Admin- 

| istration.) 

In Decetnver, 1898, the president of the 
United States arid the governor of Ala- 
bama were received and entertained at 
Tuskegee institute by Booker T. Wash- 
ington. In writing of this visit the cor- 
respondent of The New Orleans Picayune 
said 


o white hosts or hostesses could have 
been more courteous in attending to and 
more thoughtful in forestalling every 
want of their guests than were these re- 
tined and ¢ducated Africans during all 
the time of our visit.” 

This was in keeping with the practice 
at Tuskegee institute. In the last ten 
years hundreds of distinguished white 
men, from the south and north, have sat 
at Booker T. Washington’s table. Booker 
T. Washington has been the host and 
there has been no protest. 

In the last five yeafs Booker T. Wash- 
ington has attended three banquets given 
by a conspicuous Chicago club, and on 
two occasions he has had the seat of 
honor. In the same years he has been a 
guest at banquets in nearly every large 
city in the country. He has been re- 
ceived with courtesy also by the govern- 
and legislature of Alabama. Yet, on 
these occasions, no one has accuped 
either clubs or governor or legislature of 
purpose to “break down the social bar- 
riers between the races.” 

Nevertheless, the act of the new presi- 
dent of the United States in receiving 
nd entertaining Booker T. Washington 
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papers as “an outrage” and “a declara- 
tion of war.’ 

In the view of these southern newspa- 
pers, the president of the United States 
may dine with a colored man at a col- 
ored man’s home and not depart from the 
strictest lines of propriety; but‘tr he in- 
vites the most distinguished colored man 
in the country to dine with him at the 
white house he is guilty of an “outrage.” 
In other words, the president of the 
United States may accept the hospitality 
cf a colored man, but ne may not re- 
turn it. 

This is absurd. The president received. 
consulted and entertained Booker T. 
Washington in his character as president 
of all the people. There was no protest 
when Mr. Washington advised the presi- 
dent to adopt a new policy as to new ap- 
pointments of white men in the south. 
There was no protest when such £ppoint- 
ments of white men were made in accord- 
ance with his advice. The line was drawn 
only when the president invited Mr. 
Washington to dine with him. 

We are thirty-five years from the end 
of the civil war. We are living at a time 
when it is the dufy of the president of 
the United States to receive hospitably 
the representatives of all nations— 
white, black or yellow—and all races— 
white, black or yellow—and yet, when 
the president in the performance of his 
duty receives hospitably the chosen rep- 
resentative of 8,000,000 native Americans, 
there are those who pretend to see in 
this act of official courtesy an ° outrage” 
and a “declaration of war’ on somé 
American institution or institutions. 

Nonsense! 


Will Soon Pass Away. 
(From the Boston Globe, Dem.) 


It is safe to say that the exhibition of 
feeling in the southern states over the 
entertaining of Booker T. Washington 
as a guest of President Roosevelt at the 
white house, however intense it may be 
for a time, will prove exceedingly short- 
lived. 

White men of influence and note in the 
south have gained honorable distinction 
many a time and oft by openly support- 
ing the faithful head of Tuskegee in his 
chosen work. Indeed, Professor Washing- 
ton has acknowledge more than once or 
twice his sense of obligation to leaders 
of the white race in “‘the land of Dixie’’ 
for the whole-souled manner in which 
they have indorsed and supported that 
work among his race, which he has car- 
ried on with such signal and remarkable 
success. To suppose that the mere fact 
of the president's dining such a notable 
man as Booker T. Washington, biack 
though he may be, is to undo all the 
g00d work which has been accomplished 
at Tuskegee, or prevent. the carrying out 
of any plans to establish new conditions 
to meet the new times in the south, is 
nothing more or less than an absurdity. 


For Social Equality Straight Out. 
(From The New York Evening Post, rep.) 

Cne of the most prominent men in the 
ccuntry, a leader in the cause of educa- 
tion, visited Washington the other day. 
He is a personal friend of Mr. Roosevelt, 
and the president consults him freely 
about matters in the section where he 
lives, attaching great value to his advice. 
Mr. Roosevelt likes to haf a friend at 
dinner in an informal way, and so he 
naturally invited this gentleman to his 
table the evening that the caller was in 
Washington. : 

What of it? Does it make the siightest 
difference to anybody except the person 
concerned whether an eminent citizen, 
whom Mr. Roosevelt knows and esteems, 
dines with the president when he hap- 
pens to be in Washington, or not?

If a white man may go to hear,.an edu- 
cated negro ‘express his views in a pub- 
lic hall, why may he not invite the ne- 
gro to his own house? The only answer 
is that this would mean “social equal- 
ity’’—and that must never be thought of. 

There have been other instances of so- 
cial exclusion and race prejudice in this 
country that have happily passed away. 
When the Irish began settling in New 
England—poor and ignorant as they were, 
‘“papists,” as they were called, alien in 
almost every sense‘of the word—the yan- 
kees looked down upon them. A native 
of standing would never have thought of 
such a thing as inviting a “Paddy”’ to 
his house. But James Russell Lowell, 
who remembered the burning of a Ro- 
man Catholic convent by a mob in a sub- 
urb of Boston in his early life, within 
half a century saw a natfve of Ireland, 
a Roman Catholic in religion, elected 
mayor of the New BEngiland metropolis, 
and welccmed as a guest of honor at a 
banquet attended by descendants of old 
Puritan families. 

The “Canucks” are going through a 
similar experience in the same part of the 
United States. They, too, are poor and 
ignorant as a rule when they come; they 
generally work in mills; they have not 
the qualities to make them agreeable 
guests in the homes of cultivated people, 
and they are not invited to them. But 
the son of a poor immigrant from the 
Dominion who gets an education and -be- 
comes a lawyer or a college professor or 
a successful business man, does not find 
that his social standing suffers because 
his father was a “Canuck,’’ whom peo- 
ple were inclined to look down upon. 
The “‘Dago” is traveling the same road 
by which the son or grandson of the ig- 
norant Italian working in a sewer de- 
velops into a citizen whose origin no- 
body stops to think about. 

The process will be slower in the case 
of the negro because his color always 
identifies his race, and the still recent 
escape of that race from slavery yet car- 
ries the old suggestion of inferiority; 
but the result will be the same. Here 
in the north many of our best citizens are 
ready not only to let the intelligent ne- 
gro share in the government, to sit on 
the same platform with him and to listen 
respectfully to his views, but to invite 
him to their homes as they would an 
equally worthy Irishman or Canadian or 
Italian. People in the north do this now 
who would not have thought of doing it 
a generation ago. People in the south 
will do it a generation hence who will not 
think of it now. The candid northerner 
already treats as his social equal the 
man whom he regards as such. The can- 
did southerner will ultimately do the 
same thing. It is only a question of 
time. 

As for the flurry over the recent in- 
cident at the white house, happily both 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Washington have 
a keen sense of humor. Other people will 
do well to follow their example in not 
taking the matter too seriously. The 
very extravagance of the denunciation 
showered upon the president will help to 


clear the air.

BOY MAIMED FOR LIFE AT CAR SHED; 


VISITORS CRUSHED AND TRAMPLED 


Crowds from Out ‘a Tom 
Uverflowed the Old Shed 


Yesterday, 


CHILDREN AND OLD 
PEOPLE WERE CRUSHED 


Shed Was Greasy, Dusty and Full of 
Smoke, and Truckmen Added 
to the Discomfort of 
the State’s Great 


Disgrace. 


To its manifold transgressions against 
the traveling public Atlanta’s alleged de- 
pot has added a crime against humanity. 

DeWitt Tilden, a 12-year-old boy, was 
run down by a train at the shack yes- 
terday afternoon and one of his legs 80 
badly crushed that amputation was nec- 
essary. 

The accident occurred on one of the two 
tracks outside the depot, between Pryor 
and Loyd streets. These tracks are used 
principally for passenger trains, but early 
in the afternoon and late at night freight 
trains are transferred across town by 
this route. — 

That some one has not met death there 
before is little less than a miracle. Dur- 
ing the busy part of the day, early in 
the morning, at noon and late in the af- 
ternoon these and all other tracks are 
filled with trains and the depot is over- 
run with a seething, surging mass of hu- 
manity searching for secluded trains or 
scrouging their way slowly through an 
inadequate passageway that is blocked 
with trucks of mail and trunks. 

Even in fair weather these conditions 
are a shame and a disgrace, but when 
it rains the mixture of water, mud and 
car grease that covers the place is inde- 
scribable. And no matter how hard it rains 
the Chattanooga and Bitmingham trains 
are to be found on the tracks outside the 
shed and persons going to these and in- 
termediate points must tramp through 
mud and rain or else remain in Aflanta. 
One of the sleeping cars of the Birming- 
ham train stands on the west side of 
Pryor street and cannot be reached by 
going through the depot. One must know 
the location of this train and then tramp 
through dust or mud, as the case may 
be, in order to board it. No wonder men 


‘curse and zroan inwardly and give out- 


ward expression of their disgust. An 
enthusiastic mathematician estimates 
that the value of the wearing ‘apparel 
ruined and damaged at the depot would 
amount to more than a sufficient sum to 
erect a new station. 

Young Tillman was injured by & freight 
train. 

But it is remarkable that half a dozen 
people are not killed at this same place 
every day. When the vestibule comes in 


and the West Point train is preparing to 
depart, cars are switched backward and 
forward, burly negroes rush about with 
heavy trucks and the crowd of excited 
and nervous humanity is shoved first one 
way and then another by depot guards. 
Greasy men with dripping torches and 
ol] cans brush against finely-dressed men 
and women, and the cost of damaged 
clothing is payed for by—the traveling 
public. 

Yesterday was a record-breaking day 
with the depot. Thousands more than 
the usual number of people came in to 
visit the attractions billed for today, but 
no additional provision was made at the 
depot for the handling of the crowd. It 
is true policemen were present, but their 
presence did not widen the 30-foot en- 
trance to the depot nor enlarge the wait- 
ing room. As a result women and chil- 
dren were shoved about and trampled 
upon indiscriminately, and strong men 
were powerless in the crush. 

The majority of the visitors yesterday 
were composed of family parties that had 
come from neighboring tewns to see the 
Interstate fair and other attractions. This 
included thousands of children and old 
people who, under favorable circum- 
stances, need a guiding hand to direct 
them to a destination. The conditions at 
the depot can be better imagined than 
described when this throng was emptied 
from the cars and turned loose to shift 
for themselves. Anxious mothers accom- 
panied by three or four children were 
jostled and pushed and shoved until their 
clothes were disarrayed and they gave 
vent to their feelings in copious weep- 
ing. It was necessary a case of every 
one for himself and in the mad rush for 
outer air the young and weak were the 
sufferers. Dresses¢were dragged through 
grease and grime and a day that was 
otherwise glorious and ideal was com- 
pletely spoiled for the visitor by the ath- 
letic effort to get from under the shed 
and into the street. 

Many of the trains were so long that all 
the cars could not get under the shed. 
The visitors who were emptied out in 
the railroad yards were scarcely more for- 
tunate than those who were forced 
through the shack. They were put to the 
necessity of dodging wagons, trains and 
trucks and were dusty and perspiring 
when they finally reached a place of safe- 
ty and could breathe freely. 

It is due to a watchful Providence that 
cnly one accident was recorded and the 
officials in charge of the shack can take 
no credit to themselves that more lives 
were not crushed out. 

R. L. Duke, city editor of The Griffin 
News and Sun, was in the city yesterday 
and among other things discussed the 
depot. 

“Griffin is @head of Atlanta in one re- 
spect,” he said. ‘““‘The union depot there 
—already a handsome and imposing etruc- 
ture—has recently been improved by the 
application of a fresh coat of cherry red 
paint, with dark green bordering. The 
interior of the building is elegantly fur- 
nished and it is up-to-date in every re- 
epect. 

“Atlanta—great, growing, rich and in- 
domitable—deserves a more modern and 
adequate carshed than the present dingy 
end unsightly old shack, which is a dis- 
grace to your city and not in keeping 
with your other costly and magnificent 
buildings. Thomas Dixon, in referring to 
it as a cowshed, struck the keynote of 
the situation, for it is not fit for people 
to enter and could be hetter used for the 
purpose indicated by Mr. Dixon.”’ 


DeWitt Tilden Run Down by 
Switch Engine Hear the 
Depot 


WAS CROSSING. TRACK 
“AT PRYOR STREET 


Left Leg So Badly Crushed That Am- 
putation Was Necessary at the 
Hospital — Young Fellow 
Resting Well and Will 
Recover. 


While pushing his way through the 
surging crowd at the old shack known 
as the union depot, and aodging the 
many trains as they squeezed through 
the narrow passages, Dewitt Tilden, a 12- 
year-old boy, was run.over by a switch 
engine yesterday afternoon and one of 
his legs was crushed off. 

A bright lad, the mainstay of a wid- 
owed mother, toiling day after day for 
her support, was in a moment rendered 
a helpless cripple for life. At the very 
time the wheels went over his prostrate 
body hg was at work and on his way to 
his office. 

Engineer John M. Baird was on the 
switch engine at the time of the acci- 
dent, but no blame is attached to him. 
He was passing a crowded point and ex- 
ercised every possible care. The boy was 
probably in a hurry to get back to the 
office, and he had to encounter all the 
crowd about the depot and to pass nu- 
merous engines and cars that were going 
back and forth into the little depot, 
where it is at times almost impossible 
for people to pass without taking their 
own lives in their hands. 

The engineen says he saw three or four 
little boys and when he looked down 
the track the way was clear. He thought 
the boys would remain on the side of the 
tragk, of course, and he kept the engine 
under way. 

It is supposed that the step of the cab 
struck the boy and turned him half 
around, and as he fell his left leg was 
thrust across the track and under the 
wheels. When he was picked up the 
leg was almost entirely crushed from 
his body. He uttered no moan and gave 
no outward sign of his intense suffer- 
ings. Once, when he was lifted into the 
ambulance, hg clenched his teeth closely 
together. 

At the hospital it was seen at a glance 
that amputation was necessary and the 
boy will go through life with only one 
leg.

Ministers to Oficiate at Opening of 
Sessions in Future, 


EXERCISES FOR THE VIADUCT 


A Number of Interesting Matters 
Were Considered by the City 
Council During the Regular 
Meeting Which Was 
Held Yesterday. 


In future all meetings of council will 
be opened wiih prayer. This was pro- 
vided in a resolution introduced by Coun- 
cilman Grady and adopted at the session 
yesterday afternoon. The resolUtion pro- 
vides that the city clerk is to invite va- 
rious ministers of the city to officiate 
‘rom time to time. | 

During the meeting Councilman Barrett 
introduced a resolution providing that 
appropriate exercises be held when the 
Whitehall street viaduct has been com- 
pleted and turned over to the city. The 
matter was referred to the bridges com- 
mittee tor consideration. 

Councilman Grady said that the com- 
mittee had expected to have a meeting 
within a short time to make arrange- 
ments for special exercises, and he 
thought it proper that the resolution 
should be referred to the committee. 

The resolution by the members of the 
public buildings and grounds comimittee 
seeking to abolish the office of janitor 
and create the office of custodian at the 
city hall was referred to the salary com- 
mittee, as it carried with it the further 
provision that the salary of the new offi- 
cer be made $60 a month. 


Plumbing Rules Postponed. 

A resolution introduced by Alderman 
Pierce and calling upon the finance com- 
mittee to make an additional appropria- 
tion to cover the cost of oper- 
ating the hospital for contagious 
diseases was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. The resolution contained the in- 
formation that the money appropriated 
to the sanitary committee for the pur- 
pose had been exhausted. 

No action was taken on the proposed 
new plumbing ordinance, although that 
paper had been made a special order of 
the day. The matter was postponed until 
the next regular meeting of council. The 
report of the street railway committee, 
action on which was postponed at the 
last meeting of council, was held up for 
two weeks. 

The communication ‘from the police 
board in reference to the plan to adopt 
the civil service system in the police de- 
partment was referred jointly to the po- 
lice and ordinance committees. Objec- 
tion was made to the resolution intro- 
duced by Alderman Kilpatrick authoriz- 
ing the water board to sell all scrap 
iron and brass on hand, the proceeds of 
the sale to be apportioned to the water 
works department. Members of council 
agrced that the material should be sold, 
but they were averse to having the money 
turned back to the department. They 
were of the opinion that the proceeds of 
the sale should be turned into the treas- 
ury to be apportioned as council should 
direct. The matter was finally referred 
to the finance committee. 

Councilman Grady introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the street 
committee, providing that the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company should pay $872.4 
as its share of the paving on Loyd 
street. The resolution by the representa- 
tives from the sixth ward that East Ba- 
ker street, between Peachtree and Ivy, 
be paved with Belgian blocks taken from 
Whitehall street, was the cause of con- 
siderable discussion. The resolution con- 
tained the information that $723 had al- 
ready been apportioned to pave East 
Baker street. The matter was referred 
to the street committee.

BALLOON AT FAIR 
BREAKS ITS CABLE 


Huge Airship Makes Its Escape from 
Captivity. 


THOUSANDS WATCH FLIGHT 


Accident Caused by Balloon Being 
Drawn Too Near to Earth—Pas- 
senger Car Displaces Cable 
Which Snapped—No One 
in the Balloon. 


If anybody should chance to see a 


stray war balloon wandering around 
locse anywhere within 2% or 100 miles 
from Atlanta, they will win the everlast- 
ing gratitude of C. C. Vandiver at the 
Interstate fair grounds by acquainting 
him of the whereabouts of the cloud 
chaser. 

The big captive balloon at the fair 
grounds is a captive no more—and by this 
time in all probability is‘a balloon no 
more. It broke parole yesterday after- 
nceen, and the last seen of it was when 
at an altitude of something like a mile 
or two it was merrily bowling along in the 
direction of So:@h Carolina. Judging by 
the rate at which it was going, the air 
trotter should be due in Washington this 
morning. 

Yesterday afternoon shortly before 5 
o'clock the thousands of visitors at the 
fair grounds were startled to see the big 
balloon suddenly burst from its confining 
cable and soar’into space, verily a cap- 
tive that had gained its liberty. For the 
next half hour rubber was at a premium, 
and if all the necks on the grounds could 
have been welded into one, it would have 
furnished material sufficient to keep a 
factory going for a. fortnight. 

Rapidly this immense aerial ship mount- 
ed into space until at a last glance it was 
no larger than an. ordinary orange. It 
was a novel sight to see the balloon high 
in air swathed in brightest sunlight af- 
ter the sun had sunk below the horizon. 

The balloon, which was operated at the 
fair, was the property of C. C. Vandiver. 
of Wilmington, Del. The breakage was 
caused by the balloon being drawn too 
clesely to earth on its last trip. The pas- 
senger carriage in this way was drawn 
below the trolley wheel around which the 
cable slipped. The cable was thus dis- 
placed, and when the balloon was started 
into the air to get things right, the cable 
was brought against the sharp, knifelife 
edge of the trolley wheel, by whick it 
was severed.

ROOSEVELT-WASHINGTON 
DINNER DISCUSSED 


Continued from Sixth Page. 


did not deliberately set out to violate the 
social traditions of the white house, or 
to outrage the sensibilities of the white 
people of the south; but in all probability 
he is entirely indifferent to the feelings 
with which the matter has been received. 
The fact is, President Roosevelt is not to 
be judged by the political and social acts 
of the previous occupants of the white 
house. He has not cared to regard the 
social ceremonies and official routine that 
have heretofore been the rule in the pub- 
lic residence of the republic chief magis- 
trate; but, on the contrary, is a law to 
himself. Probably no national chief in 
the world is so indifferent to social con- 
ventions. Nobody knows what he will 
do next under any circumstances, and 
each act must be taken upon its own 


separate desserts or demerits. He cannot 


be fairly judged in any other way. 

Without doubt at the present moment 
the president has greatly weakened his 
political position in the whole country, 
and has most seriously fallen from pop- 
ular favor in the southern states, for it 
is impossible to farecast his intentions 
and policy from his past acts, 


Washington’s Part of the Blame. 
(From The New Orleans Times-Democrat.) 

Severely as the president has been crit- 
ict ised in the matter of the Roosevelt- 
Washington dinner incident, the principal 
of the Tuskegee institute cannot and 
should not, escape condemnation. In ac- 
cepting the invitation of the president, 
Booker Washington could not fail to un- 
derstand that he was doing that which 
would stay the hands of the southern peo- 
ple who have watched his career with 
interest and who haye generously sustain- 
ed him in his work of educating the ne- 
gro along industrial lines. 

From the moment that Washington be- 
gan to execute his purpose at Tuskegee, 
Ala., it seemed to the white people of the 
south that’ he had discerned the line of 
true development for his race; and as 
they observed how prudently and how cap- 
ably he entered upon his life-work, they 
felt, and felt deeply, that he should be 
encouraged and supported in all possible 
ways and by al! possible means. How 
effectively this conviction of the southern 


people hag been translated into fact is 
known by none so well as by Booker 
Washington, Whereve® he has gone 


throughout the south he has been greeted 
with evidences of good will, of sympathy 
and of intelligent support, and his life 
has been held up as an example that 
might well be emulated by people of his 
race. It is only fair to state that the 
principal of Tuskegee had until recently 
behaved himself becomingly; had shown 
sound sense apd a certain unfailing tact 
in his dealings with the white race. He 
seemed to convince the white citizenship 
of the south that his desire was not to 
preach political negro domination or ra- 
cial social equality, but to inculcate les- 
sons of industry, honesty and thrift 
among the members of his race. In con- 
templating his aim and his work, the 
eouthern people were inclined to believe, 
and at length did believe, that this man 
Washington had broken from the ranks 
of ignorant and vicious negro leaders and 
had taken position on the vantage ground 
of reason; and the white people of the 
south treated him with all'the consider- 
ation his conduct deserved. Throughout 


|his career, however, memibers of the white 


race made it unmistakably clear to Book- 
er T. Washington that though they sym- 
pathized with his efforts and would liber- 
ally support him in his work, yet he 
should clearly understand that social 
equality of the races was not even for 
an instant, or even in an individual in- 
stance, to be conceded. 

Thers can be no doubt that Washington 
understood this fact as thoroughly as he 
recognized the difference in color between 
the African and the Caucasian race; and 
understanding it as he did, there can be 
entered in defense of his action no plea 
other than the plea of vanity. The invi- 
tation came; the temptation swept Wash. 
ington off his feet and out of his head; 
he ylelded in obedience fo a sense of per- 
sonal conceit, and tn doing so he neutral- 
ized the wise efforts of a lifetime spent 
in actual service to his race and to his 
country. 

The south is the negro’s friend. In 
spite of terribie temptation to treat him 
il, the south has treated him well. White 
men and white men's money have opened 
the way to a wise development of the 
negro race. The effort to uplift the n 
has been made soberly and prayerfully 
A the southern people. It is their de- 
sire, as it is their interest, to see the 


negro race in the south ome what, 
within its limitations and by the provi- 
dence of God, it is destined to be. Every 


effort n behalf of the negro, directed 
along intelligent lines, has met with and 
will continue to meet with, the sympathy 
and support of all men “with straight 
hair.’ ut every negro in the south must 
understand here, now, right off—once and 
forever—that the southern people will 
never, even for an instant, agree to the 
proposition that the black race is socially 
the equal of the white race.

THE MOB WANTED A LIFE 


Sentence Did Not Please the People, 
and Crowds Were Anxious To 
Put the Convict to Death. 
Appeal Has Been 
Withdrawn. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 21.—(Special.)— 
One night last w@k Wat Ingram, a 
young white man of Richmond county, 
who murdered his rival and escaped with 
a verdict of murder in the second degree 
with a fifteen-vear serternce, but ap- 
pealed from this, was hurried here and 
jailed to prevent lynching. Today his 
appeal was withdrawn, as it was believed 
that upon a new trial he would be hang- 
ed. The sheriff of Richmond came here 
and transferred Ingram from the jail to 
the penitentiary. 


DETECTIVE CRIM SHOT DEAD. 


Officer Slain by Man He Was Trying 
To Arrest. 

Cincinnati, October 21.—Detective Cal- 
vin D. Crim was fatally shot today by 
John Foley as the former was going to a 
train for a vacation. He encountered 
Foley on the street, and ré@cognizing 
him as a recently released convict who 
was wanted for picking pockets at fu- 
nérals, Crim placed him under arrest and 
started to the station house. 

Suddenly Foley drew a revolver and 
fired, sending a bullet through Crim’s 
body Two other policemen caught Foley. 
Folev is also known as ‘“‘Dan Driscoll’ 
and as “The Goat.”’ 

Crim was leading detective in the fa- 
mous Pearl Bryan murder case. Last 
March he served as personal guard for 
President McKinley at the inaugura- 
tion. 


POWERS SAY HE’S INNOCENT. 


Alleged Goebel Conspirator Finally 
Concludes His Story. 

Georgetown, Ky., October 21.—In the 
trial of Caleb Powers for alleged com- 
plicity in the Goebel assassination today 
Powers resumed his testimony. He said 
no one ever had his personal key to his 
office except Leo Davidson, son of As- 
sistant Secretary Davidson. 

“T want to say,” he continued, “that 
there is a possibility that the shots may 
have been fired from the secretary of 
state’s office. Duplicate keys could have 
been made. But when Goebel was shot I 
had the keys to my office in my posses- 
sion."’ 

Powers denied most emphatically. that 
he had ever conspired with any human 
being to do violence to William Goebel or 
any other democratic official. 

He was asked why he did not. put 
Youtsey ouf of his office when he found 
him there with a gun. Powers replied: 

‘It has not been my‘ custom in life to 
control the actions of men by brute 
force.”’ 

At 4:10 o'clock Powers left the witness 
stand, after having been before the jury 
for about twenty-four hours. 

‘Dr. Ap Morgan Vance, of Louisville, 
was the next witness. He said Goebel 
had been shot from the front. 

James Carpenter, of Louisville, testified 
that when Goebel was shot he came out 
of the senate building and found @ num- 
ber of persons looking up at a raised 
third-story windéw of the executive build- 
ing. This is important testimony be- 
cause the prosecution has made jt a point 
that the first floor window was open and 
that it was the only one open on that 
day. After several other witnesses were 
heard, court adjourned at {:+0 p. m. 

Holland Whitaker, now under indict- 
ment for the murder of Goebe) and under 
$10,000 bond, will tegtify for the defense 
tomorrow. 

Requisition for Taylor. 

Indianapolis, Ind., October 21.—It is not 
likely that Governor Durbin will an- 
nounce his decision in the matter of the 
last requisition of Governor Beckham, of 
Kentucky, for the extradition of Messrs. 
Taylor and Finley, until after the trial 
of Caleb Powers, which now is in prog- 
ress at Georgetown, Ky. It is generally 
understood about the state house that the 
governor consented only out of courtesy 


to the Kentuckians who presented the 
requisition to investigate carefully the 
records and that already he had read 


enough to convince him that he should 
not honor the requisition.

New. York’ October 21.—Liverpool broke 
sharply agaia this morning, and before midday 
January sold at 7.80, or 18 points down. This 
was the break that so many professionals have 
been looking for to buy cotton on, and during 
the day there was very heavy buying at the 
low figures. Liberal receipts and a large 
movement expected in sight this week, with 
very little demand in Liverpool and the trade 
generally long have brought about the present 
reaction. We looked for January to sell below 
Bc and will not be surprised to see 7%c. But 
cn any weak spot now cotton should be pur- 
chased. The crop is as uncertain now as in 
September—perhaps a little less so, for cold 
weatrer during the greater part of the month 
has reduced the yield materially. The move- 
ment will be large for some time now. Must 
large to prevent a 9,000,000 bale crop. 
The movement is 550,000 bales behind the 
1899 crop, which amounted to considerably 
less than 000. The amount in sight 
is so much behind last year that to make a 
10.000.000 bale crop receipts must be as 
great as last season from now on. We must 
rot lose sight of the fact that Texas receipts 
are swelling the total now, and yet the crop 
there is probably 1,500,000 bales less than 
last year. All this will operate in favor of the 
market later in the vear, but for the present 
it is an adverse factor. We cannot change our 
opinion on the market for the long run. Cot- 
ton should be a purchase below 8c, and while 
*he tone may be unsettled for a time. we are 
not likely to have a bear market. If receipts 
ehould fall off in a few weeks after prices 
have declined there would be a lively mar- 
ket.

New York, October 2!1.—Absence of support 
was marked_in the early market, and prices 
eased off 6 to |i points on general selling pres- 
sure from all directions.

New York, October. 21.—Speculative senti- 
ment continued profoundly dubious today, but 
instead of the conflicting movements of. prices 
and the confusion which have reflected this 
condition for some-time past, the stock market 
sank into a lethargy. Even..the professional 
operators seemed to give up the idea of at- 
tempting to foresee the fiiture movement of 
prices, It would be necessary to go back a 
year to find a similar period of duliness, Last 
week's transactions of the stock exchange fell 
below the corresponding period of last year 
for the first time during the present calendar 
year. This fact and today’s dullness, which 
was even more marked, are striking evidence 
of the uncertainty which has overcome the 
speculation, due immediately to the 
emergency of the Northern Pacific prob- 
lem and-the disclosure of the fact that the 
actual terms of a settement still remain to 
be agreed upon. While the incumbency of the 
conciliation beard of directors of course af- 
fords a strong guarantee against the outbreak 
of the quarrel again, the members of that body 
seem to have practically the whole task yet 
before them of finding a plan which will be 
acceptable as a final settlement to both pac- 
ties and relieve the strained condition grow- 
ing out of the load of securities carried for 
control now by means of bank loans. Incom- 
ing foreign mails disclose that the importance 
of this problem is fully recognized through- 
out the financial world, and its state of sus- 
pension acts as a repressive influence on specu- 
lation. The continued uncertainty of the money 
market outigok is another doubtful factor. 
Money continues to go to the south and the 
subtreasury at New York to remove the sur- 
plus in the revenue from the circulation, while 
Sterling exchange rose again today. As this 
marks the process of the remittance for re- 
payment of foreign borrowings, it was- not 
unnatural that the London money market 
should respond with a decline in rates. Money 
market pressure at Paris and.
